tweene three Brethren ; that is to lay, 


the Drunkard, the VV hore-monger, 
and the Dice-Player. 


F724 Ccrtaine Father drawing neere vnto his end, (having 
chree lewd diſpoſed fonnes , the one a Whore-monger, - 
che other a Drunkard, and the third a Dice. player) or- 
deined by his laſt will and teſtament , that the moſt wic- 
I ked and vicious of them three, ſhould be deptiued of his 
— ſucceſſion. He being deceaſed (by reaſon of the ſtrite ris 
ſen through this bequeſt betweene the ſaid Brethren) they pleaded their 
cauſe themſelues before ludges for the ſame purpoſe appointed. To the 
intent that by reciprocall and mutuall accuſations,perionally dech:imed, 
the matter might more cleerely, and with greater vehemencie bee dilci- 
phered and vndetſtood. then if it were ſet forth and debated by the voice 
and organe of an Aduocate. The Drunkard fitſt ( as appertaining vnto 
him for ſome cauſe) beginneth the allarum againſt his two brethren, ſe- 
uerally and by ſundry aſtaults: to the intent — he might againe at ore 
rime,recciue from both of them, by one onely aſſault the like, Vpon this 
the paitics being amply heard, there is ſentence giuen. Certifying you 
right courtcous and gentle Readers (for it is to you, and to no enuicus 
or malignant perſons, that l addreſſe this preſent) that if it pleaſe you to 
behold the ſame. it ſhall not be without ſome pleaſure, and as I hope leſſe 
without pro t. For the principall end thereof tendeth vnto the teaching 
of all men: chiefly and firſt of all to be catefull of themſelues, and not to 
thinke or imagine any thing preiudiciall or hurtfull to their neightour, 
neither to ſearch, as faith Socrates, al ledged in Xenophon, the impei fections 
of others, leauing to inquire after their on fault by examining of them 
ſelues Being counſelled by this wiſe aduertiſement, to take heede rather 
(as the Scripture reacheth vs)vnto the great beame that reſts in our own 
eyes. then vnto the little moate that hindeteth the ſight of others, that is 


to ſay, to conſider, make cleere. correct and amend our owne great faults 


and offences; before we intermeddle with thoſe little ones of out 
neighbours. For to doe the contra, and to ſtumble on this 
error no leſſe dangerous then common, is the

J amnotignoꝛzant (right henoꝛable) with what weighf 
and impoꝛtance, the pꝛeſent altrication and contreuerſie 
betwene vs thaw Bꝛethꝛen, is purſued and followed bp 
meanes ol our Fathers laſt will and Teffaracnt. By the 
Which our vices muſt ok necefitp, be openly heard and vn⸗ 
derſtod, and b. p recipzocall attuſation, one bꝛoſber muſt 
tnnaturally t wickedlp bp conſtraint ſet vpon another, a 
deede nd doubt greatly to be auoided: But he which hath 
(as hauing ſequeſtred from him all honeſky) accc2zving to 
the French pꝛouerbe, ence paſſed ouer the bꝛidge ol Gour⸗ 
nay , oz entered the Pie bakers dwꝛe , that is to ſap, hath 
dzunke vp all his ſhame , fearcth not ſo mich repꝛoch e in⸗ 
famp, as be doth, hunger and beggerp, but Kaieth himſelfe 
bpcn the Greeke pꝛouerbe, mencioned in Homer, ę repoz⸗ 
ted in Titus Liuius, that is, to dve fo2 hunger is a moſt mi⸗ 
ſerable thing, which thing having befoze mine cies, and 
with the lame the pitifull complaint of Franclipeur in 
Plautus \wherche thus crpeth. D miſery of mileries, ts be

hungry, and not to haue whereof to fed oꝛ ſatiſfie hunger, 


to the end J map auoid ſuch a calamitie, z not be kozcedta 
ſiretch out my hand, in bende (if by aduenture J ſhould

by your ſentence be diſherited) J intend this dap to plead 
mine owne cauſe , on purpoſe by fallible reaſons « ſuffici- 
ent arguments to app2oue , that our Father meant not ts 
ditherit one of theſe my b2eth2en , but both of them, and J 
onecly to be his ſucceſſo2 : heite, foꝛlomnth as Jam aflured 
to p2oue that both of their crimes and offences doe karre 
exccede and ſurpaſſe mine. And to make it cleere and mat i⸗ 
keſt vnto pou, J am purpoled ta fet vpon bath of them, to 
the intent that the vile ülthinelle of the one being braten 
downe, J map with one enely charge and alarome, aſſaile 
the vile infamous life ot the other, not koꝛgetting neuerthe⸗ 

lelle how facred the name of inniolable bꝛotherhode is, 
neither how ſtraightly the cotunction ok bꝛothersis bound, 
noꝛ how much one bꝛother ought ts loue ansther. Eutat 
this pꝛeſent al the ſame is not ſo much of my part to be ob⸗ 
ſerued and kept, as beggerp is to be contemned and ausi⸗ 
ded. Beide, there is or antiquitie a pꝛouerbe nol2fe pꝛac⸗ 
tiſed then common, which is, Nexrer vnto mee is mp ſhirt 

then my coate:by following of which, euerp men cõdmonly 
tueth his ewne p2ofit moze then others. Aherefoze (right

know pou that pour pzeſcnt ſtrike is to underſkand, Which 
of vs thꝛa bꝛethꝛe n, as the moſt wicked and vicious, hall 
be depꝛiued ok cur deceaſed Fathers ſucceſſion, following 
the oꝛder at᷑ his laſt will and teſtament, which ok necelitie 
and infaliibly we muff accompliſh e kœpe, and pou to the 
lame as to the onelp mark, direct and areſt pour ſentence. 

Now to begin my aftanlf, ths is he that doth not eui- 
dently ſz, that my bꝛother the Mhoꝛe-monger is notably 


and eſpectally marked as woꝛthy fc the vilenelle of his 


life, to be diſtzerited moꝛe then any other. J cannot butcõ- 
telle my felfe to be an cxceffiug bibber, meruaileus deft- 
rous of ſtrong dzinke, as by the Scarlctcolour on my face 
and fiery heate in mine eyes it is euidently to be ſcenetbut 
though the fame be a vice, pet it is much lelle then that of 
Whozedeme: foz ( ſpeaking oneip now vnto the Whazes 
Wonger ) is there any thing moꝛe vicious and wagen

then to bee fozmented and incenſed enen vnfo the becom⸗ 
ning bedlem mad foꝛ the lone (if ſo J ought to tearme lai⸗ 
iuicus luſt) of one oꝛ many hartots: and among ſuch vile 
and inkamous ſowes not to liue ſs long, as to languiſh 
and to impꝛilon themfelucs , as in a moſt vile and filthie 
ſtin king hogs · ſtie, and with thoſe lewdharlots and accur⸗ 
fed gueancs , to chansetheir moſt defired libertie, into a 
moſt vils aud filthy ſubiection and ſeruitude , Where and 
with whemthey make ſhipwꝛacke not onely of god name 
and honour, ( treaſures moſt pꝛecious) but alſo of health: 


and gods, onecly there to attaine ſhame, inkamie, miſerie 


and beggerp. 

Ik all men, akter Cæſer in his Commentaries, natural- 
ly deſire to line free and at liberty, hating aboue all things 
to be held in ſeruitude, a thing maT nopſome and loath- 
C3me to ail, chieſly to ſuch as be noble and free bone; hom 
can wee ſufiictiently and woztiily blaſt out the cxecrable 
vice of the infamous UWhaze-monger oz Adulterer, who 
like to a bꝛuit beaſt (foꝛ whozedome o2 adultery tranſrozs 


meth a man into a beaſt, ſaith Plutarch: and it is moſt ne 


to a beaſtiality, ſaith Eraſmus, ot any vice: and farre moꝛe 
meete, faith Herodian, foꝛ a heard of ſwine then koꝛ men) 
goeth willingly as it were headlong, and caſteth hunſelke 

into the gulfe and bottomleſſe bondage ok an hariot;a bei 


dage, laich Socrates, mentioned in Plutarch, moſt vile and 


inkamdus; of which opinion Cicero Was aiko, ſayings: In

this boke of age, ſhall I cali oʒ account that man lr oꝛ at 


libertp, whom an harlot commandeth, 92 fo whom uch a 


one impsſeih rginethlawes⸗ Ik ſhs aſaeth, he muſt giuc:if 
he calleth he mull comet if ſhe becueth he mu bend: it He 
biddeth, He mult auoid: if ſhe thꝛeatneth He mull tremble:.

he iſlued out of the ſtocke of Priam, oz any other maze illu⸗ 


Arius. Eut pale we on farther, all t3oſe that begiuen te 
Whozedome, e thereon ſetteth all ru! indes d thaug , 
x AS:

ag on their onslp toy x kelicity, they benof onlv bꝛeakers, 
and diſdamers of humaine lawes, but alſo of diuine pꝛe⸗ 
cepts, and that euen vnto their leauing and leſing, both 
gf the true kue wledge and pure woꝛſhipping ofthe onelp 
almightpand emnipatent God, fo conucrt and turne to 
the culture, and lacrrifite of I dolls, and other ſuch like ex⸗ 
crable abhominaticns, By harlots and whozes, the wiſe 
king Salomon became an adulterer: and fo2 the ſame as it 
is Witten in thoboke of kinges, all the realme of Ifracl fel 
wholp into the hands of Icroboam his ſerxant, the ſtack & 
cities of luda excepted, o hich remained vnder Prule of Roz 
boam his ſon, By adultry many and ſundzy haue bin per⸗ 
uerted, and ſacred eſtate of mariage ſo violated , as baſi⸗ 
ards bet ame poſſeſſo2s of the inheritance of the right bego⸗ 
ten :thꝛough harlots childꝛen haue allailed and murthered 
their own fathers and mothers. p adulterp, diuers wines 
haue died and imbꝛued there hands, in the bloud and bows 
els of there louing huſbands. By whoꝛdome, many kings 
pꝛinces, with their kingdoms and countries, haue bin be⸗ 
træped and rendꝛed into the hands of there enimies, euen 
by thoſe ol his alone countrp,vea oftentimes of there kin⸗ 
dꝛed, and there lz wnes and cities ſacked and thꝛolone to 
the dul. The mo wiſeſt and learnedſt haue become mad 
and fooliſh, and the moſt vertuous, ffreng and magnami⸗ 
ons, hause bin made weaie and effiminate, and of men(es | 
ven lybe as by the puſon and witcheraft of Circes the com⸗ 
panions ot V liiles)haue bin tranſkozmed and turned in⸗ 
to Sd ine, and ether ſuch kinde or beaſtes. Which things 
well conſidered , is there anp to be found moze wozthy ta 
bee blamed „ oz moze vicious and damnable then the 


Tahoze-monger, Adulterer, oz Fommicatour . Truſt me 


theſe kinds of liuers, anciently by the law of the met inff 
God, were condemned fo bee publikly ſtened, to death a- 
moang the childꝛen of Ifrall, (as the moſt faulty ) and it 
was executed, as in Ioſua it is to bee appꝛoued. There 
bee two thinges greatly deſired and eſteemed among 
men, that is „ renowme and riches, Foz what 

. þ things

thin zes can there hapgen during this, life unto men, 
that is maze pꝛecizus and dere, then renowna, and 
the title of an houelt and vertusus man; which thing, 
fait; the Fifeman, is karre better then ingnite ri⸗ 
riches, and bnto vs moꝛe permanent and landabie then 
ail wesldly treaſures, vea, what thing can a man with o: 
delice to haue moze noble, 62 moe bꝛight and honourable, 
then a god name, and glozious rendwne: to attaine biito 
the which, all labonrs, perills, and daungers (euen vnto 
death) are freely E with a willing heart vndertaken, and 
bome with an inuincible conrage and conZancy, as Ho- 
race that famons Authour aFirineth by theſe wozds fol- 
lowing , Thou glory onely doeſt heat both the hearts and 
mindes of men. Ltkewife , what greater contentment 
is there to be found in the world, 02 what greater felicitic 
then a wealthy patrimony, and abunvance of riches, foz 
the getting of which, the lines of men are continually in 
labcur and without ce, and that in ſluch wiſe, ſaith Ec- 
cleſiaſticus, as a number doe accompt it better to be with⸗ 
out life, then te liue in neede and ponertie; as who ſhould 
ſap j it is almeſt impoſſible to ſuppoꝛt and ſaffer our lines 
to ſuppoꝛt and ſutter dur liues to wantthat, whereock we 

hauehad afoꝛe time a bundance. Now not with ſtanding 
' that thoſe two things, renowne and riches. be ſo pꝛetious, 
ö extelent and neceſſarp, and fo much eſfemed, and ſought 
fo of all men, it is the whoꝛemonger, adultersur and fo2- 
nicatour ſo wicked and vile of him lelfe, as he nothing at 
all effemes of them, but rather as one without any re⸗ 
ſpect oꝛ care, dooth willingly make ſhipwꝛacke of them: 
fo2 this filthie lnffing loue dooth alwayes bing and 
d2awve after it, diſhonevr and beggerie ; the reafon 
is, fo:ſomurh as the Mhoꝛe-monger 62 Adulterer, 
doeth cucr-moze ſlenderly foze-ſ&eo2 regard his gods and 
| fame, of which two thinges, when a man is once naked 
eſpectally of the laff , that is, rens wne oꝛ god name, hee 
is then moſt vile and repꝛochfull, and as an mfamous pers 
ſon is pointed at with the finger af all men, as one vu⸗ 
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Wwoꝛthy to bee moaned oz lamented, becauſe that of his 
owne free will, as pꝛeferring (like a b2uit beaff)laſciutous 
luſt and lecherie, beloꝛe vertucus humanitp, he plungeth 
himſelke into an execrable puddle ok filthineſſe, wherein 


both his gods and god name are ſo ſwallowed vp and de⸗ 


uoured, as he euer afferwards remaines like one bewꝛap⸗ 


ped in miſeric and beggerp: fo2 beſides ſo manv inſtructi⸗ 


ons both natnrall and euident , it is god reaſon ſaith the 
harlot in Plautus, that infamy,rep2oach and beggerp ſheuld 
follow and purſue my tompanp: Beides, foꝛ me, and fo2 
my lake, ſaith ſhe in Salomon, man thall beconſumed vn- 
to a crum of bzead; that is toſay, whoſoener haunteth the 
company of an harlot,ſhal waſte his ſubſtance as it were 
ware againſt the warme Sunne. 

Alſo ſaith Plautus, the Whoze-monger accounts of his 
gods as of dꝛsſſe, fo2 without anpregard bee ſelleth and 


ſpendeth it away , fo? it is the pꝛopertie of theſe villanous 


hariots , to waſte and ruinate all, ſoule, bodp and gods, 
and to be ſo catching , and ſhameleſſe ſnatching, that they 


neuer ceaſe trauing and taking. Foz euen as the leche⸗ 


rous deſire of the NMhoꝛe-monger increaſeth and ſpꝛing⸗ 
eth vp hot and inſatiable within him, enen lo is the impoz- 
tunitp of an harlot neuer ſatiſfied noꝛ filled from aſking, 
catching, and dꝛawing: Fo2, haſt thou giuen her to dap, 
to mozrow thou mut alſo doe the ſame; pea, ſaith Plautus, 

ſo long as thee ſ&th any thing to be gotten by thee, as mo⸗ 
nev 02 moneyes wozth,ſhe will with werte hony woꝛds in 
flattering wiſe ſ&ke to content and pleaſe the, and all the 
romes in her houſe ſhall bee opened vnto the, and her ſer⸗ 
uants as flaues ſhall ſerue and obey thee : but art thou 
frowned on by Foztune : 92 are thy gods and ſubſtance 
gone and waſted - then farewell, faire friends haue god 
day,foznolongerPenny, no longer Pater noſter, thy eres 
dit is crackt, and thy foꝛmer p2ofeſſed friendſhip , vtterly 
maimed: nap, ſaith the harlot, if thou bꝛingeſt no money 
with ther, then comft in vaine to haue daliance o2 counte⸗ 
nance of me. Welidess, being ſo diſfurniſhed and powlde

| the mirrour and rep2eſentation of humane life, ſaue cnely 
to repꝛoue and blam this filthy, ſhamel:Tc , and abhomi⸗ 
nable loue: and freth the ſame , as from a thing moſt rici⸗ 
zus and infamous, to eſtrange t turne all wanten peuth⸗ 
full folke, as alſo to be an example and inſtructien ts flpe 
and abjzo2re the baits and allurements of theſe harlots; 
together their infinite cautels and decexticng,and as mas 
ny dangers and emll haps as depend there- pon: beheld 
in the Merchant of Plautus , hew the father ich Harpe 
th2eatnings and verball rehukes, with all the fo2ce hes 
bath , endeaucnureth himlelke to revoke and vnw2ap his

tonne Charin out ofthe ſnares and hokes of barlots , in 
which he was ſinfully ſnared, as knowing the ſame vice 
to be aboue all other mo pernitious and hurtkull, pꝛinci⸗ 
pally fo pouth, and generally to all ages. In the Turculent 
of the lame Poet, ſaith one named Getus, J cannot better 
reſemble an harlot then to the (cat becauſe that ſhe deuen⸗ 
reth(like vnto the ſea) all that ſhee cateth, z pet neuer will 
be ſatiſũed: giue vnto her as much as thou wilt, and there 
ſhal nothing be ſcene, either of the giuer oꝛ the rece uer:foʒ 
which cauſe, Diogenes in Plutarke, calleth the belly of an 
harlot, the Caribdes o2 gulf ef life, betauſs that it ſwallow⸗ 
eth & glutteth vp al things, and is neuer content naz filled. 
Now Caribdes was a gulph of the ſca, t very dangerous, 
which ſwallowed vp onely all that paſſed by if; neuerthe⸗ 
leſſe it afterwards did vonut it out againe. But as tou⸗ 
ching the inſatiable bellp of an harlot, neither the aire, the 
earth, the ſea noꝛ the rtuers ſuffice, but it ſwallsweth a de⸗ 
usureth fields, caſtels, æ houſes, and neuer rend: eth o2 re- 
turneth any thing backe againe: which thing Argiripus 
knowing verp well though ſomewhat to late, fo ſo much 
as he had bene ſpoiled of all that euer he had in a bꝛothel⸗ 
houſe , and afterwards caſt ent ot it naked, he cried out in 
his complaint, and laid: Oſea, thou art not the ſea, but you 
O pes harlots are the ſame, whereon ſo many thouſand of 
peung youths ſuſtaine ſhamefull loſſe ant ſhipi»2acke,foz 
vsu (ucke and lip vp the blod of men: of wheſe labours 
and trauailes pou haue pour houſes moſt ſuni tuc uſip and 
gozxeoufly decked and adoꝛned, to their ſhame, ruine, and 
confuſion. Mherefoꝛe, ſaith Plautus againein his Stico, 
whoſoeuer can eſchew them, let them eſchcw them, whoſe 
name among the ancients haue bene in ſuch deteſtation, 
as manp fathsrshaue diſherited their heires, becauſe they 
ptelded their neckes to the voakes otharlsts. The nature 
of whom being ingendered of Pluto and Tiſiphone, (ſaith 
Palingenius) is fo pꝛomiſe ſugar and honp, but to giue no, 
thing but bitter gall and poiſon,

den all manner of foꝛnication, whatſoener it be compꝛe⸗ 
hended (as it is wziltenin Aug guſtine,) under this wo2d, 
A ulterts. 2 tc which Commandementis notably and 
berpolten repeated in the help Scriptures, by * anelp 
mouth of God, his Apoſlles, and Euangeliſts. Pow then, 

ik it behoueth vs inutolably and inkallibly, and that ons 
paine of eternall death, to obſerue, fulfill, and kerpe the di⸗ 
uinc lawes and ſtatutes, in which there is nothing fo2- 
gotten needekull to cur] health: that ſaiſt thou O Adulte⸗ 
rer, © Whoze-monger , O Fozmicatoꝛ, wözich again 
ſaisſt the ſame, do ſt then not lee, oꝛ wilt thou not conkeſle 
thy vicious life to bes farre mozc fülthp and abhaminable 
then mine. will tell the, whoꝛedome was in olde time (g 
ab! oꝛred in Italy as by tte thirteenth law cf Romulus, the 
firt Bing of th: Romaines it was eſtabliſted and permit- 
ted to hulſbands and parents to k:il, oz cauſe to be killed, 
af:er 7. ſucucr thep would their wines oꝛ kinls 
folkes taken in arultery, which thing thou neuer heardit 

ny — command againſt anp dꝛunkard. 

And although that Lycurgus, that King and ſeuere 
Law-maker of the Lac edemonians hath not witten (as 
the Juriſ-conſull Bawdowin,tn his Commentary vpon the 
Romulan Lalves reciteth) nctther made any Lawe fo2 
Whoze-moneers , poſſible it was , becanfehec thought 
that there would bee no whoꝛedome vſed in Lacedcmon; 
where the people, by meanes ot his ſeuere Lawes, wers 

mot modeſt and content: neuerthele lle, the time of Romu- 
tus was nat ſo, and therefoꝛe hee wiſely thought no Law 
to be moꝛe neceffary in a Cõmon-weale then that againſt 
adulterers and whoze-mongers. 

And vet Lycurgus peraduenture would haue anſwered⸗ 
to them that had demanded it, that he omitted and left out 
that Law , becauſe that hee hoped, that with great paine 
and difficultic „it could haue indured with fuch ſenert-

Foz among them, as Tacitus w2ts 
teth, huſbands were ſo permitted to puniſſ their wines ta⸗ 
ken in adultery. ? 
Alſo by the Law llits, it was lawſuill foꝛ the father to 
bury his daughter quicke , if he had taken her in adulterie. 
Zeleucus ttkewiſe, among many other lawes which hee [ 
made to the Locrians , oꝛdained that the Adulterer o: 
Uhozꝛe-monger, whatſoeuer he o2 ſhe were, ſhouid haus 
both his and her eyes put out; and as hee would haue exe⸗ | 
cutcd the ſaid Law, in the perſon ofhis owne ſonne accus . 
ſed of the ſams crime, and that the Pagiſtrates and Citi⸗ F 
zens of Locres, in fauour of the virtues and deſerts of his 
Father, had compallion and pitie of the ſonne, and remit- 
ted and acquittted his offence; hee neuertheleſſe being a 
rare mirxour of pꝛincelp iuſtice, deſirous firſt to kepe the 
Law inuiolate, which he himſelke had made, cauſed one of 
his own epes, and one cfhis ſonnes to be put out. 
6-71 : Beſide, amongſt the ancient Aegiptians, the Whozes 
1 monger was whipped till the blood followed, and the har- 
lot had her noſe cut: to the end, that by the lame meanes, 
| (as Teuet wꝛiteth in his Toſmographie of Leuant) thee 
| might be depꝛiued of that part sf her face;by loſſe of which 
Hee p2eſently lot all her beautie, which had led bothher 
and the Whoze-monger , her vicious lauer to commit . 
Thus low by the lawes and ftatufes both of ths Scrip- | 
ture and otherwiſe, it is euidently appzooned, that the 
Whozemongerhath bene vſed to be tondemned to death, 
l and to be grieuouſlp puniſhed foz adulterie , which thing 
j was neuer done vpon the Dzankard; ; by Which onely ar-

gument, O Whoze-monger, thou artinftly to be adiudg⸗ 
ed karre moꝛe woz2ſe t euill then J, and ſo by conſequence 
depꝛiued of our Fathers lands. 

And pet notwithſtanding, all theſe vices and intonueni⸗ 
ences aboue named, belonging to the Nhoꝛe-monger, deli 
me what is whoꝛedome and ſuch vihonelt loue (ik as be- 
foꝛe laid, J map tearme it loue) but onely a metre mad · 
nelle, a foꝛgetkulne Ge of reaſen , a trouble of counſell, a 
£027 opting of goed and bertuous mindes, anv a plucking 
backe of vertuons and heauenly enterpꝛiſes, to darke and 
earthly, nap, rather helliſh blages, making men become e- 
uermoꝛe cemplainers, quarrellers, ready to riot and ans 
ger, pꝛoude, raſh, flauvhlp fawning , inpꝛoũtable to2 all 
things,vea finally foꝛ themſelues. 

Fe2 the W1hoze-menger bꝛopling in the diſo2dinafe and 
inſatiable Teſire efreaping his delight, after that he hath 
during his zun ling, loſt and conſumed long ſpace of his 
time in madneſſe, mourning, teares, ſozrowing and las 
menting, he at the laſt, waſteth in ſuch manner, as miſcras 
blp(ſaith Alciat)betng ſo wzapped and ſnarrelled, that hee 
wholly perttheth , wherebp he not onelp becommeth hate⸗ 
full to all other, but alſo to himſelke, fo2then hee hateth 
to liue. 

O where is that ſo ſhameleſte an Who:e-monger,02 ſo 
obſtinate a V enerian warrisur, oꝛ bold Souldier of Cu- 
pid, that theſe aduertiſements will not en foꝛce to bluſh 
and wound fo: ſhame, and that acknowledging his owne 
inkamie, with weeping dad wailing, trembling and qua⸗ 
king, will not tond emne himſelfe,as the moſt repꝛoachkull 
and vile creature in the world. | 

D2 if this will not ſuffice thee, O Adulferer, harke pet 
what V clerius ſaithin exclaiming a gainſt thee, Mhat ie 
there(ſaithhe) moze victous and nfamens, moꝛe infecti- 
dus and hurtfull then whozedome: the which as by witch⸗ 
craft o2inchauntment ſo farre tranſpoꝛteth the minde cf 
man, that it thzoweth him from reaſon to beaffulitie , mas 
king him not onelp foliſh , 2 and filthy mopich, 2 
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alſo ſo mad and wittleſſe, hat he willingly nouriſheth the 
Aſpe in his bo ſome, that biteth him euen to the heart, not 
feeling the peplon ſo netre. 

y the which, vertue is changed, nlo2p quenched, and 
god name killed, fez it doth not al enely conſume, and 
walt the gods belonging to the bodp, but allo thoie moſt 
pꝛecious gifts gelang ing to the ſaule: in ſuch maner, as 
it is hard ta iudge, wich of theſe two daungers are meſt 
to be feared, either to bee taken of enimies, oz of harlots; 
Which miſery met woful:p w22pped the Citie of the Vol- 
ſians, in gricue us calamities, and ſhamefull infamies: fo 
as ſo:ne es the ſame Citie, (which wontedly was the head 
of Hetruria, no leſſe garniſhed with god lawes, manners, 
and catonics, then with aboundance of wealth and ri⸗ 
ches) was ance bꝛonght into the bandes of filtdincfſe, it 
fell in, and vnto the very bottome of all wꝛetchedne lle, in 
ſuch wiſe, as it ſubmitted it ſelfe moſt flauiſhlp vnto the 
ſeruitude of llaues. 
At what time aiſs that the mightie King Xerxes, gaue 
himſelfe oner vnto luſt and whozedome, at that very ſame 
time, began both the ruinc of himlelke, and his Pei ſian 
Monarchie. 

15y Whozedoms that mightie tamer of monſters, and 
oncly ſubduer of tpꝛants, Hercules, became fo vile and 
effeminate, that he toke a viſtaffe and ſpindle , and with 
the lame in the attirc of a woman did ſpinne a mong wo- 
men, as here after wil dhe moꝛe at large. 

Who, 02 what bzought that victozious t deadly vols 
ed enim of the Romaines, Hanibal to vtter ruine in Ca- 
pua: and that moſt famos king, Pciam of Troy, hut onelp, 
Who! cs, and Whozpome ? the Which alſo alienated the 
god king and P2ophet D anid from the feare of God, and 
pꝛouoked him to murther. 
Infinite of ſuch other like rramples et mighty Pꝛinces, 
and wozt';p perſenages J might and c2ulde alledge, 
which th2ogh taat vice of Whozedome became, ſonginfas 
mus and jieTruinous of gods and honour, th 
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A Contention betweene three Brethren. 


Likewiſemany gloꝛious publike weals, puiſſat Empires 
and kingdomes, pea, the moff mightieſt ſavth Titus Liui- 
us, thets by haue bane bꝛought to bttcr ruine and deſolo⸗ 
tion. 

Vnt becauſc that kokes ve filled full with ſuch things, 
and that the ſaine vnto vs all is ſo euidently kgowne, x 
will as from ſuperfluous matter make ms retreat, als 
though to ſpeake truelp, J cannot ſufficiently ſet out the 
abhominaticn of the ſame ſinne. 

Foz the bꝛaue and gallant traine belonging therevn⸗ 
to :is Effemination, duſillanimity, diſtrodtion, loſſe, ill hap, 
infamy, care, griefe, dolor, forrow, frenzie, deriſion, tra- 
vaile,tribulation, follie, [thines, fooliſhnes raſhnes ſhame, 


leflemalice, couetouſneſſe, oth, beggery, rage, ſuſpition, 


iniury hate, wrath, and enmitie. 

To be ſhoꝛt, as an other Poet ſaith, in ſpeaking of the 
ſame infamous and v2luptuons lous, cauſe of manpe⸗ 
mills, 

Loue (ſa»th hee) is a gulph of euill, meaning laſcinioug 
laue, fe; ireflotteth the wiſe , it blindeth reaſon , it ouer⸗ 
Sverti; efnety honſes, it Hameth reaowne, it ingendereth 
net. ing put repentance, and pet it is but a ſmoake which 
diſpeerſeth it ſele into winde in the apꝛe. 

Likewiſe,ſaith he, thoſe luſting l2ucrs,lnbbers he might 
haue tearmed them) are (s tied vnts their harlsfs, as their 
hearts, — and thougzts, are as it were impꝛiſoned 


With their bzcoffs , where they make them liue and abide 


in other bodies beſides their owne:in ſuch manner, as the 
Mhoꝛe-menger may ſap with Plautus; where 7 am, Jam 
nof:and where am not, my heart, minde, and thought is. 
To which the elder Cato agreeing in Plutarch, ſaith : 
The Louer louct5 , and dwelleth in the body of his 
beloved. 

Beſides , we commonly ſay in theſe dates, the minde 
and affection, is rather there where it loueth, then there 
where it lineth. 

Itit be then lo certains that ſuchvillaneus loue is no o⸗ 
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ther thing but meere madne lle and ſurp,and tkat whoꝛdom 
02 Ad ultry, is nothing els but diſtructien and inkamp: doty 
it not appeare moꝛe then plainly, that the whoꝛmonger is 
the moſt vicious, and ſo much the moze to be blamed , bi⸗ 
cauſe af his owno free mil, h ſubiecteth himſelke to ſo vil⸗ 
lan ous and pernicious a vice; fo2 p entertaining ek which 
h& committety a thouſand cuilis, carping allthathee can 
catch 02 come bp, vnto his poling miſtris, moued thervnto 
by the w2ath and iealc ſie that he hath, le aſt any of his com 
vaniens,02 other as honeſt as himſelfe,ſhoniv ſhꝛoud them⸗ 
&iues betweene her ſheetes; aſuſpition fure not withent 
cauſe, foꝛ as it is wziten in Eccleſiaſticus: The commen 
woman is troden downe vader the feets of al paſſers by, 
as it were durt and mpꝛe in the hie wap, foz ſo much as it 
is not her nature and condition to ſerue onlp ts one, but to 
entertaine manp, and of ſund2y grapes to make hir vin⸗ 
tage, and fill vp her Barnes: fo2 ſhe openeth hir mouth to 
dꝛink of all waters, and notoziouſſy lendeh and ſelleth her 
ſelfe to them that gius moſc, reſembling (faith Plautus in 
his Ciſtellarious, à great mighty City, which caunet come 
to aveunde in wealth without the vle and frequantation 
of Many men. | 
Thus by reaſons befoze alledged, it is made manikeſt vn⸗ 
to you (right Yenonrable ) how the whozrmonacr is nat 
enly moſt wicked and infamos;but alto moſt filthy and vi⸗ 
cious, abene al; other: in ſuch manner that the moꝛe Jam 
moued aga.nlt him, themoꝛe matter J flizde kill abeund⸗ 
ing to beate Towne his vile ignomisus like. 

Wlherefoze J pꝛapharken what the Mother ol king La- 
muel ſapd: Mp ſonne, giue neither thy ſelke neꝛ thy ſub⸗ 
tance to theſe common vncomly Curtizans: fo2 they bee 
the cauſe of many kings deffruction; neither harken thou 
to there deceits ſaith the wiſe , fo2 there lips are like di⸗ 
filing hony : but the end moꝛe bitter then gall. Their 
fonguzs cut as atwo edged ſwozde: they walks not in 
the paths of life, but their fete ſtrecheth vnts death, and 


farrs 
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karre krom them, and beware ofapp2ochingnere to their 
houſes , fo2 who ſoener followeth them is foliſh, and the 
gaine he getteth by them is, hame, repꝛoch, and diſhonour, 
which can no waies be done away againe;pea, to be ſo2t, 
whoſoeuer is in the kauour ok harlots, is led by them as an 
Dre to the Sacrifice. Auoide them therekoze fo2 by them 

the moſt mightlieſt haue bin llaine: Theirhouſes are the 
Waies to death, and J haue found themſaith Eccleſiaſticus 
moꝛc bitter then death, koz their * bee miere hokes 
and limetwigges. 

Mhoſaeucr will pieaſe Gad, let him eſchewe them; foꝛ 
he with whome the Loꝛd is angry, ſhall fall into their pits; 
and the ſinner ſhall bee taken in their ginnes and ſnares, 
thzough which manp haue periſhed 2: refraine thy heart 
therfoze krõ them, leſt thou alls periſh with the;fo2 the — 
ſweetnes t homed flattery of an harlot, hüteth after the pꝛe 
cioug ſoul of a man, vnto his hurt t ruine, dꝛawing the bay 
wary e iladuiſed to goe towards them to their ſhame e de⸗ 
fFrectiv: foꝛſ omuch as it is d peculiar pꝛoperty of harlots, 
to conſume t waſte all things in their llthineſle (ſaith Al- 
ciat) which thing is appꝛocued by the Acolaſtus of Gnafe- 
us, When hee crieth out in complaining , ſaying + Thou 
Whozedome, whom Jhave had fo2 my ſpectal friend t com⸗ 
panion, halt carried frem mee, both mp gods, renowne, 
and friends, leauing me in their places thy daughters, in⸗ 
kamie and beggery. 

Fly from koꝛnication, ſaith Saint Paul: foꝛ all other ſins, 


whatſoeuer man committeth is without the body, but 


who committeth adulterp, ſmneth within his bodp, and 
therefoꝛe ſhall not poſſeſſe the kingdome of Cod: where- 
koʒe I ſhall be a ſodaine witnes againſt Whoze-mongers 
and Adulterers, f aith the Loꝛd in Malachie, ans their po2- 

tion ſhal be in the lake burning with fre and bzimſtone. 
Then ſeeing þ the Whoze-menger i is in ſuch execration 
befoꝛe God and men, it moſt enidently appeareth, that the 
vice oꝛ ſinne of whozedeme is greateſt, vileſt, and moſt in⸗ 
famous of all other:goe your wates therefoꝛe pou whoꝛe⸗ 
C | mongers, 


A A Tontention betweene three Brethren: 
mongers, oꝛ adulterers, go pour wap, and hide your loath- 


ſomt heads within the bzothell houſes of peur moſt lewd 


laſciuious ladies. 

A was ready to conclude, when there came muller'ng 
and marching befo2e mine eyes ,theſe moſt pꝛoſita ble ad- 
uertiſements of the moſt rare and learned Poet Chaiſtz- 
an Philoſopher Pallmgenivs; the which J thinke god, de- 
tent, and conuenient to alledge here tranſlateth as fol- 
lowcth. 

Neither the Circes of Libia, noꝛ the dcucuring Silla,noz 
the rage of Charibdis , no2 any other thing in the world 
whatſac uer it be, is ſo much to be deteſted, feared, and eui⸗ 
ed, as filthy flcthiv pleaſure; fo2 alas, to how many de⸗ 
fkructions and ruines, doth that abhominable ſinne leade 
men .vnto, 

How many renowned and valianf Captaines,how ma- 
ny Cities,townes, à Ringdomes, haue there bm b: zeughe 
to vtter decay thereby. 

And to the end J may not anoy vou by citing ſo manp 
examples, this one which J will now rehearſs ſhal ſuffice, 
and ſo J will end with the whoze-monger, 

Who was euer moze renowned and famous fo2his 
wozkes , then Hercules; who euer ended mo noble acts 
then hee? 

Firſt, being but a childe, he ſtrangled two hozrible Ser⸗ 
pents by foꝛce dt hands. 

Me b2uiſed and bꝛoke in ſunder the bones of Lions, and 
wo the ſeuen increaſing heads of the Lernian monſter

Aikewile the cruell King of Thrace was ſlaine by his 
pꝛoweſſe. 


Me ſubdued the Oxen of Iberides, 
Me bꝛake the hoꝛne of Achelous. 
De turned the Strinphales. 
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pe wone the golden apples of Heſperides. 


He bꝛake the gates of Hell, and from thente hee dzew 
the thꝛ-headed hound Cerberus, 
Me flew the Erimautean bozne, Cacus and Anteus. 
Afterwards , hee ſuſtained a barre vpon his ſhoulder 
(whilft the mighty Atlas fo2 being wearie, toke his eaſe 
and reſt) ths two untere falling Poles. 

And petnotwithſtanding, all theſe his inuincible ver⸗ 
tues, hee flantſhly did quake and tremble at the commans 
dement of a ſimple Ladp. | 

J p2ap pou tonſider the caſe, he that neither fearcd the 


wzath, ire, oz filthy flames of Pluto, Megera , and Phle- 


iton. 


Dee that neuer quaked at the 
Charon. 


Me fearing oftentimes ( moſt effeminately) the blaming 
thꝛeats of his Piftris, in ſtead of a blacke warliks Mori- 


terrible lokes of valic 


an, twke on him the white kerchife of a woman, and in 


ſtead of his Swo2d E Target, (moſt infamoullp) he toke 
the diſfaffe aud ſpindle,and ſpan th2&d all dap, tat night 
as a ſeruile ſeruant, hee rendered vp his tare to his Pi⸗ 
ſtris among the reſt, quaking foz feare , leaſt ſhee finding 
fault, ſhoul> chide oz beate him. "A 

O what infamie, nap rather what villany was this, 
by which onelp example, euery man map eaftip and right- 
ly iudge, that there is nothing moꝛe contrary to vertue 
then whozedome: ſering that by the ſame. wee behold here 
the ouer-commer of monlers , and extirpatour of Tys 
rants. 

To be ſhoꝛt, the moſt valiant and vertuoug wozthy that 
euer was, to bee moſt vilely beaten downe, and bought 
under the yoake and ſeruage of Ioelc , a ſcelp poung 
damſell. a 
Credit me, J am abaſhed to behold men, make no moꝛe 
account of the greatneſſe of this vice, then they doe, and 
that they conſider not how much it diſpleaſeth God , ſ&- 
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ing with what greeuzus worndes , and daily plagues: 
without erception of perſon , hee punicheth Thozes and 


UWho2e-mongers,As with ſcabbes gowtes,pockes, bald⸗ 


nelle, and other like Lazarus diſeaſes; the due and o2di- 
narie rewards of Whoze-mongers » who ſe baſtards moſt 
eftentimes , ſit in theſeates , and inherit the lands of the 


true begotten. : 


Well, J hane done,wherefoze now vannt vee,von A- 
dulterers,vaunt ye hardlp, vpon you to common and vn- 
rulie adulterie , fo2 ſwing it is time to ſound retrait: 4 
will conclude. , peelding god and p2ofifable medio- 

Aduertiſing ther, ſering that among, and with harlofs, 
thou doſt willingly waſte and ſpend both thy time, ho⸗ 
nour, and gods, taking as it ſemes,delight and pleaſure 

in following thy ruine and deſtruct mn, to conkelſle and 
acknowledge thy ſelfe to. bee (as certainely thou art) 
the moſt vicious and rep2oachfull of vs ther, which 
thing god b:other Jbel&ne thou wilt nat denie, by fol⸗ 
lowing the vſe of ſuch as thou art, which is, neuer to 
hide oz kepe cloſs their vice, but rather to vaunt , and 
holdelp boaſt of it. 
Thus hauing laid ſafficient againſk the Adulterer , A

O the end J may in like manner bꝛing to o⸗ 
Klpen view, the greatneſſe of the Dice-plapers

| der ik there be any thing moꝛe pernicious and 
bnhone#;then that game of Dice-plaping „(if the ſame be 
woꝛthy to beare the title of a game) the which is no other 
thing, then a mers fo2ment, a conciliation of thœues, a fa- 


ther of blody thoughts, a racking of the inkeriour man, 


that is to ſap, a labour of the minde, a repulſe ef vertue, a 
decaping ot honeſtie, a raiſer of anger, a kinvler of blaſs 


phemie ag ainſt God and men, and a bꝛeaker of friend{tp, 


vnto which accurſed game, whoſoener is giuen oz incli⸗ 
ned, they are al waies ſoꝛrow full, and diſquieted with vex⸗

Among which, that excellent Philoſopher Ariſtotle, in 


de fame, calling them infamous villaines, as giuing them⸗ 


felues to all abhominable filthinelle⸗ 
All Law. makers bp their ſtatutes doth repꝛooue and 


puntlh them ſeuerelp.

The Juril- -conſulls haue a title, by the which penile 
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ontention betweene three Brethren; 


is indited and conſtituted , not onely againſt thoſe which 
play at the Dice,but alſo thoſe which make lcade,o; moue 
any to plap at them. 

Likeſwile thaithe lawes pꝛohibit them, Horace witnel⸗ 
ſeth by this his verſe: 

The play of dice, the law forbiddeth, &c, 

Pozeouer,Cato teacheth : inſtructeth vs toefchew the, 
Alſo the melt ancient vertusus Romaine Senate,fozbiv 
it ſtraightiy by expꝛeſſe decree : following the which, Len- 
ticulus, who plated oftentimes with the renowned Marke 
Anthonie at dice, was ſharpely repꝛoued aud condemned. 
The Authour whereof is Cicero, who calleth that man 
moſt wicked and euill, which commonly plaieth, and oz⸗ 
dinarily ſpendeth his time among dicers, ſaying : that 
the congregation and aſſembly of them is mot filthy and 
villa nous. 

The ſatiricall terth et Iuuenal, not onelv iufflp, but ioli- 
ly dsth touch and bite them; and befsze him Plato (as 
Plutarchrehearſeth ) repꝛoued andblamed a voung man 
bitterly that had plated at dice, To be bꝛiefe, the oꝛdinary 
iudgements criminally exetuted bpon dice-plapers, doe 
ſufficiently witnefſe how great, vicious, and puniſhable, 
dice-plaping is. 

O thou inuenter 02 deuiſer of them, whatfoener thon 
art, (fo2 ta thee it is that J direct my ſpeach) harken vnto 
me:thou hatt not dcuiſsd oz inuented a place of pleaſure, 
G2 ofpaſtime , as no leſſe coakiſhly then commonly men 
make account of it: but rather a blodp toꝛment, and dan⸗ 
gerous pair :the end of which, among a thouſand inconues 
niences and euills that happen, is, (after they haue diſpoi⸗ 
led men of their gods, honours, and faculties, to pzonoke 
and almaſt (by fozce and neceſſity ) conſtraine and thꝛuſt 
them, to the committing of murthers, and thefts: and ſo 
laſtiy moſt miſerably and ſhameful:y to pcelde vp their bo- 
dies as a pꝛap fo the hangman, and a moſt infamous 
{poile to the gallowes, 


Ent foz ſo much as wee pleade notbefoze bnlearned 


Judges 
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Judges oz ignoꝛant folke, J will a little ſtrap abꝛoad, aud 
wander along the pleaſant Kiuers, and greene flauriſh- 
ing groues, of ſuch humaine documents and diſciplines, 
as haue bin collected and taken of the moſt fertil and de⸗ 
lightfull ſtudies of Plato: which Pzince of Philoſephers 
ſaith, that there was onte in Aegipt ons named Theuth 
62 Theuthas, other wiſe Tempungine 02 Triuegeſte, 


whom ſeme, onely Cicero and Lactantius, atfirme to be 


Mercury the fift, to home the bird called Ibis was dedita⸗ 
ted, which bird is like the ſtoꝛke, not thatit i is the ſame, the 
which fedeth open Serpents ,and with the end of her 
Fill oz beake, purgeth her ſelfe behind: whereby it is 
thought. that ſome learned ok it, the art oꝛ pꝛactiſe of Cliſt⸗ 
ers: The which Theuth oz Theuthas firſt deuiſed Geome⸗ 
etrie, Aſtronomp, Arithmeticke, and Letters and alſo 
Dice; fo2 the which firſt foure inuentions, J wozthelie 
think him wozthy of great honour and commendations 
But, as J think him ſo foꝛ theſe foure, ſo am Jok opinion, 
that he deſerues no leſſe repꝛoach and in kamp, foꝛ deuiſing 
and inuenting of the fifth, which is Dice: koꝛ the great euill 
and hurt that commeth of their vie, being put in ballance 
againſt ths godneſſe and p2ofite of the firſt foure noble 
Arts, is found fo be farre moꝛe heaute and waighty. 
Notwithffandiug Herodotus the father of Biffozics 
attributeth vnto the Lidians (a peeple ef Aſia the leſſe) 
the fir ſt inuention of Dice: but beit that Theuth oz Theu- 
thas (after Plato) oz the Lidians (after Herodotus) that 
were the inuentoꝛs, ſurely which of them ſo euer did it, 
did deniſe foꝛ men a moſt pernitious and miſerable thing. 
Foz the vſe and ercerciſe thereof, ingendꝛeth in the heart 
ef the dice-plaier, a facilitie and inclination to all wicked 
neſſe and vice; In fuch wife, as many haue bin, and of- 
tentimes are moſt fiithy and infamous endes to them- 
ſelues, and a ſoꝛow, griefe, doloz and ſhame fo there 
fziands and parents: The which no lelle elegantly then 
trualy, the wozthy renowned Bourbon Poet] noted 
in thiſe wozds following. 
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A Contention betweene three Brethren. 
The play at dice, begotten by auarice. 


The father of theft or plague of friendſhip. 

Being a bloody toyle and pittileſſe furic. 

Is wholly filled with griefe, care, and iniquitie. 

For alas, how many hath the vſe thereof. 

Drawne as it were by hap moſt damnable, 

To an infamous death and end abhominable. 

The Germaines 82 Almaines of antiquitie, were ſuch 
great and obſtinate plaiers at dice, as notwithſtanding 
how earneſt ſoeuer their other affaires were, they weuld 
thereat continuallp ercrcife themſelues, foxgetting and 
neglecting all their other buſtnelle, committing to the ha- 
zaͤrd and perill of that game, all their gods and faculties, 
and that oftentimes in ſuch ſs2t,as being th2oughly heat, 
with griefe of lolle, when all other meanes fo waintaine 
play wanted, they would laſtly hazard their bovies and li⸗ 
bertie. 

Oo that the loſer entred (as willingly) into miſerable 
bondage and ſubiection of the winner, at whoſe will, and 
foz whoſe pꝛoſit the loſer( were he neuer ſs noble, voung, oꝛ 
ffrong) ſuffered himſelfe to be bound and ſold, like a beaſt. 
Which thing, ſaith Cornelius Tacitus, Was à great pꝛe⸗ 
ſumption and pertinacitie, howbeit among them, they cal- 


led it faith o2 fidelitie. 


Credite mee J cannot compꝛehend hoo ſo manp men 
ſhould come to beſo ſubiect and thꝛall to ſuch amiſcrable 
happe and hazard, whether it pꝛoceedeth of them-ſelues, 
of Nature, oꝛ of the influence of Starres, and pet now J. 
remember my ſelke (i we map credite Firmicus Maturnus 
Whatſoeuer they bo that haue their Hoꝛoſcope and birth 
in the ninth part of Libra, ſhall be hot and hardy Dice- 
_ players, O Starre molt daungerous , © complection 
molt calanitous, and O Planets moſt cruelland pernici⸗ 
ous: vnder which, and by which, men ars boꝛne to be dicc- 
plapers, and thereby bound to the bondage of all vices, 

Aculd to God foꝛ my part, that all Dice, with the games 
Andy allimes belonging buto them, I meane their curſed

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hap, miſerie 6 tozment(f2 in them there is not found, nee 
ther doth there pꝛocted fr them anp other thing) J would 
to God J ſap, foꝛ my part, that they were altogether taken 
abrap, x remoued frõ men, to the end that ſo many thoulad 
inconueniences, calamities, hurts, and miſchances, might 
be auoided, which the lame vile and moſt execrable game 
bꝛingeth and dꝛaweth with it. | 
IJpꝛap thee,thon Dice-plaper,tell me onet hing truely, 
as often and whenſoeucr thou hearelthy ſelfe called by 
chat abhominable name, doeſt thou not bluſh 2 oz if thou 
knomeſt not what it is to bluch, ( fo2 bluſhing is a ſigne of 
grate) do eſt thou not bare pale and wane 
Truſt me, 3 had rather far be called a Dzunkard, then 
either a Whoze-monger,o2 a Dice-plaier. 
Fo82 to be dzunken now and then, is æpoint of Phiſccke, 
becauſe (as a Pruſian Doctoz wꝛiteth) by wine the ſtrength

guiſh; fo to the contrarie, wine ⸗dꝛinking, carrieth with it 
delight to the heart ( ſaith Salomon) dztuing away ſadnes, 
And clearing the darknes of the mind, and is a very ready 
helpe againſt all cares and ſolicitudes; foꝛ it carrieth 
with it ( ſaith Horace) xeſt and ſlepe: calling it fozgetfull, 
(an Epithete very pꝛoper vnto it) betauſe it cauſeth foꝛget⸗ 

fulneſle of all wzath and dolos. 
| Therefoze to bee ſhozt, conſidering the great commo- 
ditie that commeth by dꝛinking, and the exteeding diſcom⸗ 
moditie by whozedomo and dice-plaping, J conclude, that 
it can not bee, but that by obſeruing the lawes, and inſti 
tution of our deteaſed Fathers Till : my Bꝛother the

The which, with infinite other, we 
haue this day eſpccially and manifeſtly perceived in our 
Bꝛother the Dzunkard , who moze aſstted andblinded in 
his owne doings , but moſt ſabtilland watchfull in ours, 
taſting his eyes vpon our (mall biles ,neither ſ&th noꝛ ſa⸗ 
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dꝛunkenneſſe, by tertaine ſmall exawples torthing the 
vertue of wine, fo deſerue as it were excuſe and pardon, 
but alſo in a manner to ber deſired as a thing pꝛaiſewoz⸗ 
thy. Fut wor will not any waies hide oꝛ keepc ſecret our 
vice, but freely and plainely wee confefle whozedome and 
dice-playirgto bee two thinges verie bicious and infa⸗ 
mous, marry pet not ſo much as dꝛunkenneſſe: the which 
we wil ſuſtains and plainely appꝛoue, by inuincible exam⸗ 
ples and arguments. Beſcching pou, as yon haue atten⸗ 
tively heard ourb2other to complaine againſt vs, ſo with 
willing affection , you will doe the like on our fade ; to the 
end, that ik in zefaming and quipping other, bee hath ta- 
ken pleaſure hee in kearkening and feeling the like, map 
be ſet b:fide his tuſhion. Now to the end, that by this we 
mavbegin, I ſap,that man is not made and compoſed of 
ſoule oneip,no2 of body onelp, but of both of them tege · 
ther, and therefo2e foꝛ that cauſe he entertaineth and pze- 
ſerueth by great care and dilzgence , the god diſpsſition 
and integritie of them both. As touching the ſoule, her 
indeaucureth yimſelfe with all his foꝛte, to conſerue it in 
the gifts of grace, diuinelp beſtowed vpen it, wi ich are the 
vertues: among the which, Pꝛudente firft ard pꝛincipally 
gliſtereth, as the @unne among the Starres, and tcus 
ching the bodie, hee glueth no leſſe heede and care ts kerpe 
and pꝛeſerue it in the gifts or nature, as in ſtrength, agili⸗ 
tie, dexteritie, health, and fuch like: and altheugh both 
tbeſe gifts be ſo pꝛecious and in: ſtimable, ont lo th: firſt 
(to wit, ok the lo ule, eſpeciallp pzudcn ce, which is the one⸗ 
ly Art of life, without which it is impoſſible foꝛ any te guid 
himſcife by reaſen) pet notwithſtanding all this, they ber 
ſpciled and vtterly ouerthꝛow ene by dꝛunkennelle. oz 
(ſaith Plautus) Dꝛunkenneſſe is no other thing, then a 
mere and manifeſt hurt, neither doeth it dꝛaw after it, 
(Laith the Pꝛophet Abacuc) ether then defame t beggerp. 
Leſides it is a thing areatip to be noted, that all ſuch as

wine taken abous meaſure. Foz dzunkenneſle tolleth and 
turneth the minds and thought of man here and there, ca⸗ 
ing it at pleaſure, like a Chip p65 the wallowing waues. 
O what vice moꝛe infaxppus and vnhoneſt, can happen 
onto menthen dꝛunkeng s le, che which (after the opinion 
ot Erruus Seneca, that deadly enimie to all vices ) is a 
meere madnelle, and a voluntary incenſement. Is there 
any thing mo2e villanous, 62 moe neere to boaſtialitie, 
then koza man voluntarilie z of wil to thꝛow and alienate 
himſelke fromhimſelfc,that is tofay, from his vnder{tids 
ing and power, and to become without iudgement and 
realon, like vnto a childe of a pcare old: which thing the 


dꝛunkard doth oꝛdinarilp and oft vſe; fo2 ſo ſene as ths 


wine, oz ſfrang deinke, exceſſiuelp taken and ſpꝛead in the 
hodv, beg inneth once to ware hot and to boile, then euen 
as ſone doth it beat downe, aud caſt vnder krete, the vi⸗ 
goꝛ 92 vertue of the minde, rauiching and bereauing man 
of rourage and ſpirit, and that in ſuch wiſe, as he hath no 
bnderſfanding 82 knawledge of What he doth.

Pea, finaily(asit is dayly to be læne ) without neede of 
other examples, Dzunkenneſſe being cuer-moꝛe attended 
and waited on by griefe and ſozrow, goeth inkamouſip and 
ſhamekully to pelde vp it ſelfe all naked, ſaith Salomon, 

into the handes and armes ot his derre beloned companis, 
brggery, with whome he euer afterivards remaineth, as 
eſtraunged, and vopde from god kame and honour ,fox 
which cauſos, euen in theſe dates, if anp one offend vs, if 
we bee diſpoſed fo vere and touch him as it were to the 
quicke, we p2eſcntly call him dꝛunkard. 
And not onelp in theſe our daies, but sf antiquitie, men 
baue vſed to repꝛoue men, by the deteſtable name, Achil- 
les being moued very waathfully, with Agamemnon in 
Homer, could not deniſe a moꝛe iniurious and bytinger 
name, by which he might ſhame and vere him, then to call 
him Oenobares, a Greeke woꝛde, which is as much to ſay, 
as taken 02 duer come with wine. 

The mother of Sainte Anguſtine hauing bin repzoued 
and quipped by the ſame woꝛde at the handes ef hir hands 
maide, toks the ſame ſo griueduſſp, that ſ& neuer after 
would dzinke aup other then fatre water.

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Weſides, right hensurable, to the end that there may not 
remain within pour bꝛeaſts, one ſcruple oꝛ dꝛam of doubt, 
but that pou may haue great reaſon on pour fides to ad- 
iudge our bzother the Dꝛunkard the molt vile & vicious, 
und ſo by conſequence ta loſe the inheritance ef cur Fa- 
ther be are determined (following the example ofour bꝛo⸗ 
ther, who helped himſelfe wich the opinions and ſentences 
ot · the beſt learned Authours that he could finde, to alledge 
the like foꝛ the iuſtice of our tauſe, and ſet fozth the autho⸗ 
rities and opinions alſo of the beſt t moſt appꝛoued, that 
of d2unkennefſe haue witten and intreated. A thing to 
wꝛite, no leſſe fruitfull and pꝛoſitable, then vnto the eares 
of the wile, learned, pleaſant, and delightfull. 

The Lacedemonians, who were ſo notably well inſtruc⸗ 
ted in all vertue and modeſtie of life, by the lawes of Ly- 
curgus, neuer knew, ſaith Xenophon, what wine was: as 
men dꝛinking none; oꝛ if they dꝛinke any, it was with ſo 
much water, as it taſted nothing ol wine. 

Fox the ſame woꝛthy Law - maker, inoſt ſtraightly foꝛ⸗ 
bad ſuperfluous dzinking and bibbing, vpon great paines 
and punichments, as a vice, ſaith he, that doth both infect 
the health, the lopaltie ofthe body, the nobility and inte⸗ 
gilite of the minde. 

And pet notwithſtanding, he ſometimes permitted them 
to dꝛinke, but alwaies vnder ſubiection of dzinking verie 
little and ſoberly, 

Plutarch in his Apothegmes maketh mention, that the 
lame Lacedemonians , fearing leſt their childꝛen ſhould run 
into the vice oꝛ fin of dꝛunkennelle, the better to eſtrange 
und dꝛiue them krom it; they cauſed oftentimes their ſers 
nants, (02 as others ſap) poꝛters, 02 ſuch kinde of men as 
ved to be dzunke, to bee bꝛought befoꝛe them, to the end, 
that their childꝛen ſing the beaffly behauiour and filthy 
faihtons of thoſe bzunkards , might haue the ſame vice in 
perpetuall hozrour and abhominatton. 

The Perſians anticntiy (being a warlike people)tſed ta 
dzinke no wine, but (ſaith Xenophen) their cnely * 
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was altogetherpure water. Wheſe childze ſaith the lame 
Authoꝛ, when they trauailed ab2oad , vſed o2dinarilp tg 
carry with them cups oz pets of earth, to dꝛinke water in 
by the way alwaies when thep were thirſtie, thinking (as 
no doubt it is that to dꝛink when thir ſt enfozceth,and that 

oncly pure water, was no leſſe pzofitabie and healehfull, 
then pleaſant and delightfull : and that they did to as 
uside wine, lohereok by that meancs they Had ns defire 
23 care. 

The A egiptians they had of alde a certaing meaſirs 
which was very little, the quantitie whercof they durff 
not excesde, When 93 Wherelocuer they were dzinking of 
wine. 

Plato, Ariſtotle, Euſebius,and Galen, doe greatly tom⸗ 
mend and pꝛaiſe the Carthaginians law , by which it is de⸗ 
nied to any whatſofocuerhe ebe, during the time that they 
be in camp2,02 in ſioge, oꝛ in the affaires of war, to dzinke 
any wine at all, but altogcther to abſtaine from if,Tzink- 
ing all tze time no otherthen faire water, as being of opts 
nion, that by wine men are made cffcminate, and doe bes 
come ouer delicate g daintie to beare any labour 02 tra⸗ 
naile,q alſo that it doth hinder e hurt as wel the head caps 
taine, as the ſouldter,of that care, ſtudie, policie, aud dili⸗ 
gence which thep ought to haue againſt their enemies. 

Which confiocration it ould ſ£me,did make the anti⸗ 
ent Capta:ncs, men of warre and legionaries of Rome, 
being moſt woꝛthy and valtint warriours , fo be ſober in 
dzinke:in ſuch wiſc as it is wꝛitten of the noble Captaine 
Lucius Papirius Dictator, that being ready to giue battaile 
to the Samnites, he made a ſolemne vow, that if hee obtai⸗ 
ned vic toꝛp euer them, he would dꝛinke a cup full of wine 
to lupiter, as who thould ſap, that to doe ſo, it is a meruai⸗ 
lous ſtrange thing. 

Cato liked iſs, whom thou O Dꝛunkard diddelk offen 
b:ing in koꝛ thy perpeſe againſt vs, returning victoꝛte ully 
from Spaine, enuir ned with manynstable ſpatles , ac⸗ 
counted it a great pꝛaiſe e glazy vnto him, tyat during the 
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tohole vopage and expedition which he had made vnto the 
ſame country by Sea, he had dꝛunke no other d28ks then 
the ſame of the common Parriners. 

Cæſar in his Commentaries , rehearſeth that the 
Sweaues FAlmaines,a Qation very warlp, and the Neo- 
mans, at this day called Tourulſians, in old time neuer (ufs 
fearcd wine ts be bꝛought into their cofitries,becauſ- they 
theught that therebp the bodies ok men would bee made 
feeble and vnapt to induer labour and ſweate , and that 
the vertue e vigo2 of their mindes and bꝛaines, did there⸗ 
by waxc weake, ther courages kaint, and the ir hearts and 
Urength cowardlp. 

Which though Homer went about to appꝛoue, when he 
introduced that hon our of knighthode , the moſt valiant 
Hector, who apparelling himſelfe to paſſe out ef Troy, in 
battaile ag ainſt the Greekes, ſaid thus vnto Dugrs He- 
cubahts deere mother; Let no wine be bꝛonght rnts mee: 
to the end (after that intent of the divine Poet) that it 
might not weaken oz make him fozget his accuſtomed 
fozce and vertue. 

In following of \vhich opinion, Archinamus, a moſt fa- 
mous Pꝛince of the Lacedemonians, ſaid vnto ſuch as p29- 
miſcd him ſwerte and delicate wine: To what end, ſeeing 
that the moꝛe we dꝛinke of it, the moꝛe it maketh vaine of 
no foꝛce, the things appertaining to wozthy valiant men? 
A refuſall and ſentence no doubt, woꝛthy the month of a 
Spartaine P2ince , Plutarch in the Apothegmes afoze nas 
med rehearſeth, that Crates a Thebane Philoſopher and 
di ſtiple vnto Diogenes, Cinicke was greatly angry and 
bered with Demetrius Falerean, Duke of Athens, becauſe 
he had ſent him wine, which was nothing ſeruiccable vn⸗ 
to a man deſireus of wiſedome and knowledge, laid hee; 
whole modeſtie and ſob2tetie, he being ſent Ambaſſad our 
by the Thebanes vnts this Demetrius Falerean , whom o- 
thers named Piliocretes, ſs much pꝛeuailed, as the ſame A- 
thenlan Ewperour,ſeduced thereby, raiſed his camp from 
doſoze Thebes, which he then beliedged. Unto certaine a⸗ 
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ther thatinquired by V 2e theLacedemons ſa refrained 
and abſtained from wine, dꝛinking ſcarce any (the Pꝛince 
Cleomenes ſan ta Anax andrides ,anſwcred)tothe end that 
others ſhould net be tronbled in counſelling of vs, but ras 
ther we others. Sig nik ing vy this wiſe and loconicall ants 
ſwer, with (arpn! lle and ſagacitie:men being ouercome 
and laden with wine, are not aptno2 capable ta counſell 
well and wilelp: but to the contrarp, ſobzietie is the onelp 
courſe and head ſpzing oflaudable enterpꝛiſes, god corun- 
ſailcs, and their executicns;fo2 it is alwaies accompanied 
with pꝛudckce, diligence, and honcſly, as © the confrarie, 
Ebrietie 93 dzunkennes is ncuer without kelly, llouth, and 
filthine le: fo2 ſo much as there is nothing in tis wozlde 
moꝛe vnmtete fog a man, then the ſame vice, contrarp to al 
vertue, and the rekoze foz that occaſion the Lacedemons,s 
had it in ſuch ho2r92 and execration , as onelp vnto ſtran⸗ 
gers at their feaſts ? collatifs,they gaue none but the bar, 
deft wine with biſcuit. It is alſo witten, that Romulus be 
ing at a ſumptuous feaſt, was aſked why he had d2unk ſs 
litle: becauſe, ſaid he, to moꝛrow it behwues mee to talks 
ok matters of great impoꝛztance. 

Alſo it is not without cauſe, that d god modeſt Emperoꝛ 
Marke Anthony ( whoſe hiſtozyHerodian begins) dꝛawing 
nter his end, was in a meruailous great care e penſiuencs, 
Left that his ſon Commodus ( which very vong ſhould ſuc- 
ceed him) ſhoulv gine himſelfe to riot and dꝛunkenneſle. 

It commeth now to mp memozy , that my bꝛother the 

Dzunkard alledged, that hee neuer heard of any law oz 
a ute thatcontemnecd the Dꝛunkard to death: but if he 
had turned the lcafe (as it was ſaid vuto the Nunne that 
read but halfe the ſer tente, eleft the other halfe vnread 
koꝛ want of turning ouer tie leate) to rrade a little fare 
tier, he has found the contrary;foz onelv Romulus hy him. 


ſelfe bere- to foꝛe mentioned, did erp2cliy o2daine by his 


thirteneth law, that all women dzinking wine, ſhould 
bee puniſhed with death, like to the Adulterer : the 
wiic laws , oz the like, long time betoꝛt the building of 
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Rome was made and obſerued, gentrally thꝛovghent al! 
Italy: where women wholly abſtained from dzinking of 
wine fs; feare leſt they being onercome there with, ſhould 
kall into ſhame and diihenour, they being koꝛbieden the 
fam? vpon paine of death, with which they were puniſhed 
without excuſe oz exception ot perſen , whenſoeuer it was 
pꝛoued that they had otfended: The Authoz of which ts 
Denis inhis Antiquities. 

The which law c2 cuftome (as Bawdoen the Juriſcen⸗ 
full in his Commentaries afozelaid, vpon the Romulan 
lawes aſfirmeth) in Latza region of Italy, was executed 
one iy vpon the Queene Fawna a2 Fatua, daughter to Pic 
of the Latins, and ſiſter and wife to Fanus, the Kina of the 
molt ancient Aborigenes, which Querne hauing eg ainſt 
the decencie of ropall dignitie , dzunke fo much wine as 
made her dzunien , was whipped to death with willow 
reds,by the on: ly hancs of the Bing her huſband : in ſuch 
great deteſtation they had d2unicnneſſe there , and to the 
£contrary,ſob2tety in eſtimation, 

Likewiſe, the wife of the Mecenian Egnacins (as Vale- 
rius rehearteth in his Commentaries ) was flaine by her 
huſband with whips oꝛ wands in the caue oꝛ ſeller hard 
by the vellell, out of the which thee had dzawen the win: 
that made her dꝛunken. 

Foꝛ whoſe ſlaughter Egnacius not onely remained vn; 
touched oꝛ repꝛoued, but alſo hee was foꝛ the ſamc highly 
commended and p2aiſed by Romulus, foꝛ it was his aduiſe 
and tountell, that the ſaid woman had iuſtly ſuffered her 
puniſinnent, fo2 bzeaking and violating the bands of ſo⸗ 
bꝛietie, notwithſtanding the fozbidding of his laws. 

In the Annualls sf Fabius Pictuer, I reade sf a certains 


folks, to ſtarue fo: lacke of meate ( in following the ſame 
law) becauſe oaely ſhee had spened the cubbozd pꝛiuilp, 
wherein the keyes of the wine-ſeller were. 

Solon in his lawes,affirmeth that Wzince to be woꝛthy 
al death, which is appzaued to begiwen ta Izfjkennes,03 
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Pittacus of Mittelene ęſtabliſhed grieuors puniſhmeuts 
acainfT the dꝛunkard. 

Aeneas Donncius depꝛined his wife ek her doozp be⸗ 
cauſe that vnknowne to him fe? hed dꝛunbe wine. 

F 62 the ſame cauſe the auntient Romaines kellswing 
the infficution of Marcus Cato (as himſelfe witnelleth, 
and Tertulian repeateh in the Apologit ca) vſed alu ales, 
and as of tuſtome, to kiflc their kriends and kinſew omen 
oktentimes, koꝛ no other otcation, ſaue onclv ta knower, ik 
they ſmelt ok wine, oꝛ not; to d end, that it they were there⸗ 
by taken in fault, they might without fanour be puniſhed. 

And no doubt to ſpeake vpꝛightlv, all women, ouermuch 
giuen to dꝛinke, little regarding ſg#21etie,cafilie and light- 
jp, do leaue the reine of tentenen lie, to followe x pꝛoſtrate 
themlelues, to all vicious thinges. Furthermoꝛe, the laws 
whereof we haue ſpoken befoze, (made by Romulus, Which 
lawe he himſelfe kept and obſerued)hat not enly bin key? 
and maintained, in Rome, and Italy, but aiſs in Greece, 38 
Xenophon ſheweth in the ſaid commentaries. 

To which law agreeing, Zeleucus ( of whome our bꝛo⸗ 

ther alſo hath much vaunted of him) among manp other 
extellent lawes, that he made vnto the Locrians ;o253ainep 
and eſtabliched, chat whoſdeuer dzunke any wine, without 
permition of the J2hifition, ſhould ſuffer death; wherecf 
Athencus and Elian axe authozs. Moꝛecuer, the graue Ro⸗ 
maine Cenſor ſaith, that if ang waman doth commit a vile 
92 filthy offente, 38 dꝛinking of wine, ſhe ſhall be puniched 
ſharpip by her hMband, 

And. ſurely ty is laudable reaſon,that women ſhould 
not dzinke wine, vnlcfe their huſbands licence them :re- 
mained and ſtod in effect and fozce a long time, among 
the beſt and moſt famous familie s oꝛ houſes in Italie. 

But palma from theſe pzophane examples, J will 
littte enter among theſe of thy ſacred and holy Scrip⸗ 
urxes. | | 
The moſt mia hire, iuff, and mercifall God, creatoꝛ of 
All things, ſpealing vnto his Piniſter at 5oly th ngs,faid: 
| _ E3 Whew 
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When thou entereſt ints the witneſſe of the Tabernacle s 
thou,no2 thy childꝛen ſhall dzink any wine, noꝛ sther thing 
whatſocuer,thatmay make you dzunken, leaſt that teu die 
the death. 

In an other place by the fame diuine voice, this ware 
ning is erpefly repeatedto ail, miniſtring in his temple, in 
the which, beſides wine, there is alſo compꝛiſed by theſe cr - 
p:eſſe woꝛds: (Ale and Cider )bp which Ale 4 Cider, the 
Hebrewes vnderſtand and ſigniſie ail ſoꝛts 4, maners of 
dꝛinke, by which a man map be made d2umken. 

And the ſaid incerdiction,was made to the end, that hey 
might attend and watch moze holplie and warilie, abcut 
the diuine Miniſtrie: which thing they had not done, nei⸗ 
ther could haue done, had they bin ouer- charged 02 las 
den with wine; the only coꝛruption and marring of the 
minde e thought, the deuertoz and neglecto2 of true wozs 
Mip,x the very baite 02 pꝛick of diſſolution x infempcrice. 

Foz which cauſe the auntient Pꝛieſtes of Aegipt, ab- 
ſcained wholy from wine al the time of their ſacrifice,oucts 
from the beg inning sf them, vnto the end. 

14 That veſſell cf election, and moſt faittzfull pꝛeacher of 

p tze truth Saint Paul, condemning dzunkenneſſe, willed 
and oꝛdained (wziting vnto Timothy the firſt Epiſtle) 
that among other things the Biſhop ſhould be ſober, and 
not ginen to wine.

The lame holy man alſo fo2biddeth by expꝛeſſe wo2des, 
all Chziſtian Uirgins, the vſe of dzinkeing Wine, com⸗ 
maunding them to eſchew e abhoz it, as venime oꝛ poyſon. 

The Elleans, a people of Iudea, whoſe ſere fo? their ver⸗ 
tues, haue bin lo highly eſteemed by Saint Hicrome, 
Philon, Ioſephus, Eucebius, Plinie, and Porphine, dzunke 
no wine at all. 

Was it not pꝛephecied of that Pꝛophet, and moze then a 
Pꝛephet, Samt Iohn Baptiſt, that he ſhould nat dzinke 
Erong dꝛzinke, to the end that he might choſe the god and 
leaue the euill? an argument molt plaine and euident, 
that w'ne and ffrong deinke co2rupteth and peruerteth 
iudgement and reaſon: and that a man oucrcome there- 
with in ſtead of taking and chooſing veritie and vertue, 
taketh andchooſeth falſhisd and vice, 

Salomon was of opinion that vnto a king, it was good 
to miniſterneither wine no2 ſerong dꝛinke: to the end that 
he therby might iudge the cauſes of the pooze, with a moꝛe 
iuſt and leund reaſon. 

Curſed be he ſatth the pꝛophet, that riſeth carly to make 
himſelfe dꝛunken. 

We read in Gẽneſis, that dz2unkenneſle was the snely 
cauſe that Lot that godly man, committed excrab le inceſt 
with his tws Daughters ;who els by no meanes could 
dzawne! imto ſuch an abhomination . 

After the deluge, as it is-w2itten in Geneſis, as Noe firſt 
planted the Uinc, firſt made wine, firſt dꝛunk therecf:ſo 
alſo he was the firſt p was made dꝛunk therwith: wherby 
we map gather, that it wine was nothing fauourable to 
him that firſt made it, what fauour ſhall any other hope ts

ene meale: (which Congic was a veſſell afitiently contai⸗ 
ning ſixe Septiers) had no ſhame to cauſe himſelfe to bee 
called and ſurnamed Tricongiarie, ſecking to acquire re: 
nov ne and fame, by a molt vile, filthy, and infamors vice. 

But ik dꝛunkenneſſe be ſo much the moꝛe to bee blamed 
and abzo2red, by hom much the moꝛe the partie, oꝛ porſo⸗ 
nage. which is infected x noted therwith. is called tohenoz 
E dignitie: with what wozthy note ſhal we mate the inka⸗ 
mous Bonoſus that dzunken Emperdur of Rome, Df 
wh Aurelian was wont to ſap, Bonoſus is nat boꝛne 

to liue, but to dꝛinke. Mhoſe death was as honeſt as bis 
life: foz being vanquiſhed by the Conſull Probus, he ended 
his dapes with arr halter: of whome being hanged vp in 
ths apꝛe, this pꝛeuerbe went. 
This is no man that hangeth, but an Hogſhead: enclie 
b+»cavſe he had during his ülke, tunned vp as it were whole 
Pogſheads full of wine, wichin his d : fo2 which cauſe

Where to the contrarie the racit vorwugus Alphonſus 
King of Naples, is wozthy c*© and glozie, -

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fc: his being ( among many other excelent vertues) to the 
example of all kamous Pꝛintes, verp ſober in dꝛinking, loꝛ 
he neuer did danke any wine, but he had thꝛee parts ok wa⸗ 
ter mingled with it; which argueth great genereſttp in the 


Paincc: fo2 the right nobly man which eſteemoth of honoꝛ, 


will aboue all thinges haue dzunkenneſſe in hoꝛroꝛ: as a 
tice, maſt bzutiſh, vile, and infamous the abhomination 
and filthines whereok, is impolſlible to be deciphered, and 
alſo the suils and inconuenientes that comes thereof. 
Becauſz the dꝛunkard is vnwiſe, (ſaith the moſt lapient 
Salomon) and hath nohonour noꝛ pꝛudente in him: Jam 
doterm med to alienate my ſelfe, and abſfaine from wine: 
fozbidhing and warning vs (as the Apoſtle alſo doth) not 
to be like to them, which thereunto be inclined and giuenz 

neither to be aſſiſtant at their tables, noꝛ at the meales oz 
— zuets of tumulous dꝛunkar ds: foꝛ ſo much as of dꝛũk⸗ 
enneſſe ſpꝛingeth dillentions quarrels, hates, rancoꝛg, and 
moſt often, murthers and flaughters. 

Pea,it is the death of Uertue: it is the fozgetfullneſſe

Alfs the reaſon why Denis (commonly called Bacchus) 
after the Ethnic kes, the firſt ixuentoz of Mine, is pit tured 
22 painted with hoznes vppon his head, is not becauſe 
the ſame coodly god of dꝛunkards, did firſt cople Oxen to⸗ 
gether, as Diodorus beleeueth: but becauſe that onip by 
his invention: that is to ſap, of wine, and the outragions 
ble thereof : men become hozned, that is to fap,furieus, 
and eaſily moued to exceſſe and raſh mſolence, 

Foz only the moſt pooze and w2etci;edeſt abiect that is, 
il he be oncs guercome with wine, hee then as foꝛgettull of 
his calling and qu “litie,taketh boznes vpen him ſaith the 
Poet: that is. 


Ae vp in aibfiercenelſe and 
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pꝛeſumption, euen to the diſdaining of the moE noble and 
mightie: and like vnto Aeſopes Crane, he compareth him-

Alſo the lame is to be ſeen in the moſt ignoꝛaftt, ottiſc E 
vnlearned:being once bpon his hoꝛnes, vou ſhall pꝛeſently 
heare him, be it right 02 wong; bpon bis Ergocs, phfoſa- 
phping againſt Plato and Ariſtotle :; 02 ſo incherubind, hee 
will diſpute obNinately on ſome other Art oz Science, a- 


gait the beſt learned and moſt experimented men that 


are in the wold. 


Yea,onely the molt wicked and inkamous, if he bee once 
d2unken : he will boldlp intermedle himſelfe with the moſt 
honeurable, and and vpon his flippers againſt the honeſt: 
eſt man that is. 

Foz which accation the Scithians, wiſely and wittely 
quipping andrep2oucing the Greekes Orges and Baccha- 
nales, (which were wont ts celebꝛate the Feaſt er their 
dꝛunken god Bacchus, hp excefled2inking of wine: in plap⸗ 
ing on Tabours, Timpanies, and ſuch like difſolute 
dzunkennelle) denied and diſalowed, that God ſhouldbe an 
muento2 ol ſo pernitious and hatefulla thing, ( ſpeakeing 
of wine) ſeeing p men therby become furious 2 kranticke. 

Alſo Diogenes called ſuch feaſtes and banquets, as they 
clebꝛated to Bacchus in Athens, the miracles of foles. 

And Pallingenius following ths ſame ( in mocking the 
Thebanes,who gloꝛied that Bacchus was bone in Thebes: 
but Indy denpeth it, )crysd out: O pou offſpꝛing of Cad- 
mus, why vaunt you of your Org es 4 Bacchanales 2 Pour 
frantickefrifxes and maddedaunſes: Pour Bacchus i 
god; neither did Semel conceiue him of Iv piter,butrather 


the blacke and furious Tartar, begat him on c 
ell and hozrible furious Megara. 1 ·[·- * po 
he junſelfets a dild ainer and hater of the gods: and neuer 
can à dunken Dacrificer , ozder the vſe of a Sacrifce 
92derlp, 

But who can rehearſe the thouſand thouſand part of the 
euiles and nnn pꝛoceed of this red⸗no ſes⸗

Beware (ſaith he) how thou takefpleaſure in behold⸗ 
ing the wine ſpar ile oꝛ ſprinkle in the cuppe, 92 deſire to 
taſt and dzinke afterwaroes moze liquoꝛouſlip oz Wanton⸗ 
lp, koꝛ beſtdes that we of our ſelues, are tao much inclined 
and reaep thereto: the nature thereoff, is at the begin. 
ving, ſo agrecable and well king, as it flpzeg downs 


mens thꝛoats with greatſweetnes and pleaſure, but the 


ta le thereock, poploncth and venometh much like the 
Serpent, in luch maner, that almoſt by the vertue, onely 
of the hatte ſparkles that pꝛoceedeth thereof, (much liks 
to tie Baſilickes epes) it beateth downe , overcomes 
and calleth hirn that vleth it, into all oppꝛobꝛious igno⸗ 
mie. 
Thou therekoze that dwelleſt altogether with the wine 
(ſaith the man) art like vnto him which during the great⸗ 
eff ſtezme, and rainieſt part of a Tempeſt, liecpeth in the 


top of the Shipes maſt: and is ſo toſſed and tumbled on 


the wallowing waues, and ſurging billowes of the ra- 
ging Seas, as he is in immin ent daunger of dꝛowning. 
The like whereoff, Homer in is Odiſles rebearſed: 
happened unto Elphenor, ſwho hauing d2unke himſelke 
dꝛunken, bꝛake his necke going downe a he hill, neere vn⸗ 
fo the pallace of Circes, in following ok Viyſles, and his 
fellowe 1 already were diſcended and nie 
22 hich thing himſelfe afterwarts confeſſed: 
02 hozt time  after;the ſame King of Ithaca find ing him 
in Bell, aſked the cauſe of his comming thither: to which 
Elphenor aunſ ered, the wine which J dzanke ſo exceſ- 
finely whileſt J liued, did flap me. 
The ſame alſo beguiling the ffrength of H olophernes, 
as it is wꝛiten in Iudich, was cauſe that he loſt his head, 
by the handes of that good Matron : which thing had 


not happened unde that fearefull and dꝛeaded ehe

firong, magnammious, 92 of what eſtate and condition fs 
euer. Thus gentle? dꝛunken bꝛother, J haue made plaine 
vn o thee the gallant curteons pꝛecious gikts, and excek⸗ 
lent pꝛoperties , with the honeif guerdons, and vertuous 
recompences ot that great god Bacchus, whome thou in 
heart adoꝛcſt, wol ſbippeſt, and rearcl vp to ths higheſt de⸗ 
gre of Gods. 
But to the ende ( righthonourable Judges) that 
whiles wee render to our b2other the Mhoꝛe-monger, 
the like aſſaultthat hee rendered vs) wee appeare not 
immodett and ſuperfluous , wee will ſound a retrait, not 
denying , but freely confeſſing to leaue many thinges vn⸗ 
confuted and vnanlwered, which our bꝛother alledged as 
gainſt vs, Powbeit, no hard Pe to doe: but we doe not 
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ſek only afzer thaf,fo2 ſc to do is the part of him that int: 
deth to iuſtiie hunſelte, and to be appꝛoued and found in⸗ 
nocent: touchin x our lelues, We meane otherwiſe, foꝛ wer 
will not hide our faults: neither will we, like vnto manie 
other, excuſe dur ſelues, oꝛ lap, wo are blamelolle: fo? cer⸗ 
taine it is, that whoꝛedome and dice-plaping are both ſo 
vile and vicieus offences, as they are no leſle domage- able 
then diſhonelt, and allo the name 8f them (as names filthy 
and infamous) to be auoided. Potwithſtanding to the 
contrary, we will maintaine and vphold the vice of d2un- 
kennefſe to befarre moze greater then either the Mhoꝛe⸗ 
monger 93 the Dice-player : fo2 as wee haue euidently 
ſhewed befoze,not oncly honour and god name (the ones 
ly treaſures of men) with gods and faculties, are conſu⸗ 
med e wafted by dzunkennelle, but alſo the ſoule, health, 
and underſtanding, and the minde of man is tronbled, 
toſled and greeted, and hurt thereby, euen bnto the making 
of him that vſeti) it, to become moze vile then any b2uit 
beaſt: which thing our bꝛother chiefly and eſpecially argu⸗ 
ed and blamed in vs, as a vice malt areateftand moſt infa- 
nouns of all other, and fog ſuch a one iuſtly, and with god 
reaſon did condemne and repꝛoue it by the authozitie of 
many famous Philoſophers, and wozthp authozs. Poze 
oner , belldes the ſame afozerehearſed, whoſoeuer will 
wiſely and diligently adniſe and haue regard vnto the o⸗ 
riginall ſower and firſt beginning stall vices , and alſo ta 
theererciſe and continuing ol them, they ſhall finde that 
dꝛunkenneſle ought onelp to beaccuſed , and adindged 
moſt wozthy to bearethe burthen and blame, as the onely 
cauſer, kindler , mauer, and pꝛocurer of ments all villa- 
nous iniquities, and clpctially to foznication, whozedome, 
and adultcrie. Foz wine, ſaith Titus Liuius, among many 
sther excellent autho2s , followeth, dzaweth , pzonoketh, 
and nouricheth, the difgonelf pleaſures and defires of ths 
fleſh. The reltconcerning the equitte of this pꝛrſent ſfrife, 
(righthonourable(lietht in pour fidelitie and pꝛudence, vn⸗ 
to * we dog commit our cauſe, beſceching you my 
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doe ſie cuidently, (as no doubt you do as cliere as the ſun) 
that dzunkennelle is the 02,02 moze vile and inkamous 


then whorevome 02 dice-piaping; thatycu will dilmiſſe 


our bꝛother the Wumzard of sur kathers ſucteſlion, koz 
which gur pꝛelent queTion ia, adiudging him the ſame un 
to mo bꝛother the Dice-plaper, and ta me by peur will and 
rig ytlull ſentence, at which we contlude. 

Thus pleaded and concluded tho parties; which done, 
the P2efident role vp on his fete, ts aſke an? require the 
aduiſe and opinions ot the Judges alliſkant. During whoſe 
counſell, many learned men and others, or ſundꝛp eſtates 
and qualities there pꝛeſent aſſembled, (who had heard and 
onderftod the difference) mumuring and muttcring with 
(oft voice, talked and vttered their aduiſes, every one acs 
toꝛding to his fantaſie:being all in a manner ok diuers and 
contrary opinions, as naturally and commonly we be, 
willingly included and atuen ts fauovr and excuſc,92 hide 
aur owne faults and vices. Some hold with the Dꝛuun⸗ 


kard , others with the Dice plater, but the greateſt part 


with the UWihoze-mozger,as theſe here fo2 the one, & thole 
there koꝛ the other. 


Manp ſaid , that they were all th:e& as vicious the one 


as the other, and that it lere therefsꝛe beit and met expe⸗ 
dient notwithſtanding the will of their father) that each 


of them did inherit his ſucrsflion equally. There were os 


thers of cpinion, that ſaid, that ſeeing they were all fo vi⸗ 
tious any euil, that it were therefoze god to diſherit them 
ali thze. To be ſhoꝛt, there was no one among them that 
agreed, The cauſe peraduenture was foꝛ ſo much as each 
of them wert portitularly touthed and infected with one 
of theſe £32ee vices, oꝛ with two , oz poſſibly with all ther 
together. But at laſt among all the reſt, there Zod vp one 
an antient graue Gentleman, names Theophilus Equi- 
colus, who after he had made obeiſance, ſaid. 

Pp koꝛds, to ſpeak in trueth and vpꝛightly, J cannot ſc 
A92p rceiue, but that this iudgement is of great weight 
und impoztance, and nat to be lightly loked vnto and let

fo2th and alledged again him: onelp among the rec ( fox 
all)theſe two witnellcs of the Scripture would luckicoꝛco⸗ 
uetouſneſle is a ſeruitude of Idols, which is the ground of 
all abhommation and iniquitie : conctouſnefſeis the rote 
of all euill: and chiefly,ſatd Theophulus, conetouſneT: is 
the enely poiſon and peſtilence of charitie ; without the 
which ſaith the Apeſtle, nothing p2ofiteth, becauſe(as the 
ſame Apoſtle ſaith further) that charitie is of God, 4 God 
is charitie, and charitie is the ground of perfection , and 
end of cammandement:wherefs:e follow it. and poi hal 
be clothed therewith. : 

Thich gpinion of Theophilus,all the aſſiſtants together 
with one yoyce appꝛoued, condemning couetuoſnes as the 
molk wicked x the moſt pernicious vice that is vpd earth. 
Wut kinallp, the officers hauing cauſed ſilence to be made, 
the ſame generallp kept, the Pzeſident returning from 
counſell, pꝛonounced his ſentence, by the which it was oz⸗ 
| bained: That the parties ſhould cozrect and amend their 
plea,and gineceplizs, and ſhould infozmeone an other, if 
it ſeemed god vnts them, within one month, foꝛ all pze- 
kections and delapes, that the lame being 

bzaught againe vnto the Court, might = 
be ozdered and adiudged acco2- 
ding ts equitie an 
realon. 
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
